INDIANAPOLIS, .Ind., April 83.—The 


supreme court yesterday handed down 
a lengthy opinion In the case of George 
M. Allen undVV. O. Fishback. publisher 
and editor, respectively, of the Terre 
Haute Express. The court held that 
there might bo canes in which editors 
of newspapers could be punished for 
contempt far criticising the judiciary, 
but the case under consideration did 
not como under that clause. In the 
opinion Judge Olds says that it ought 
to be understood that the public press 
1ms rights with which courts hare no 
power to Interfere. 


In conclusion the court says: "No 


attempt was made to make a charge 
against the appellant'except by the aid 
of Inuendoes. To constitute a contempt 
there must be an act coupled with in- 
tended disrespect or defense of the 
court. Language may be used which 
conclusively proves intent, but when 
the Intent is uncertain from the lan- 
guage and an intended disregard of and 
disrespect to the court is denied under 
oath and it is asserted that an innocent 
and consistent use oi the language was 
intended, It purges the contempt."

question has raised a storm in the 
Women's Liberal association. 
The 


pamphlet has had a tremendous influ- 
ence, and is generally considered as 
settling the chances of woman suffrage 
for some time to come. As a result 
many members of the Women's Liberal 
association are very angry. The dis- 
gruntled ones are not all advocates of 
woman suffrage, but they consider that 
the Mberal party should not take an 
active and aggressive stand against 
that Joctine, and that Mr. Gladstone 
has Ignored in his arguments the earn- 
est and successful share ot liberal 
women in aiding the cause of the 
liberal party. 
The association has 


exercised a powerful' Influence in elec- 
tions, and there is some alarm among 
liberal leaders at the feeling aroused.

LIVKIIPOOL, April 28.—Lady Henry Som- 


erset, who recently returned here from 
an extended visit to the United States, 
has addressed the temperance assembly 
in this city.

She had found in the United States uni- 
versally sober womanhood. She had 
been present at a number of social af- 
fairs ut which intoxicating drinks were 
among the refreshments offered to the 
guests, but she had seen only one wo- 
man partake of wine or liquor.

MORK THAN TWO MILLIONS. 


The Defalcation of Cashier Jaerer Foots 


Us 8,600,000 Marks-No Traoe ot 


the Fugitive. 


BERLIN, April 33.—The total defalca- 


tion of Cashier Jaeger, of the house of 
Rothschilds, aracmnt to 8,500,000 marks. 
Two days before absconding Jaeger re- 
ceived for the bank a check for 1,708,- 
000 marks from the Imperial Bank of 
Germany, drawn in favor of the Roths- 
childs. Jaeger cashed the check and 
entered up for the house 58,000 marks 
which lie deposited. Part ol the bal- 
ance he used to pay his most pressing 
debts, and the rest ho is believed to 
have with him. 


The police have been unable to find 


any trace of him in Darmstadt or else- 
where in Germany, and they are con- 
vinced that he is on his way to the 
United States or Brazil. Since the dis- 
covery that he had taken probably sev- 
eral hundred thousand marks with him 
they have abandoned the idea that he 
may have committed suicide. 


The Rothschilds have offered a re- 


ward of 1,000 marks for the capture of 
Jaeger. 


Wholes ale Arrests ot Anarchists. 
PAHIS, April as.—The police yester- 


day made a raid upon lodgings on the 
anarchistic suspects and forty-five per- 
sons were arrested. Four more were 
arrested in the city last night. It 'is 
said to be the Intention of the minister 
of the interior to continue these arrests 
until every avowed anarchist in the city 
Is under lock and key. 


Arrests have been made also ut St. 


Etienne, Chaumbnt, Lills, and other 
cities. The total number of anarchists 
incarcerated since yesterday noon is 145 
according to the information now at 
hand. In Argentel four men were ar- 
rested at work at the presses in a cellar 
and the office was scaled up. On one 
was found plans for destroying with dy- 
namite on May day, the town hall, the 
principal church and the commissariat. 
Tha Report of th» Capture oi Porto Novo 
Not Confirmed. 


PARIS, April 1W.—Up to a late hour 


yesterday afternoon the ministry of 
marine hud received no confirmation of 
the reported «ftpture of Porto Novo, 
Dahomey. A telegram had been sent 
to the French commander at Whydah 
not to talie the offensive. The govern- 
ment claims not to place any credit in 
the report.

Election Case 


DECIDED IN FiVOR OF THE LATTER 


By the Adoption of the Minority Re- 


port—The Pensions of All Aged 


and Helpless Mexican Wat 


Veterans Increased. 


BBNATB. 
April JSS.—A communication 
wu laid before the senate, from the secretary 
of the Interior, recommending the granting of 
medals and pensions to Indian police who sup- 
pressed the recent Sioux "ghost dance" upris- 
ing. 


Referred to the committee on Indian affairs. 
On motion of Mr. VUas, and without a roll 
Ball, the senate adopted an amendment to a 
pension bill increasing the pension of all aged 
ind destitute soldiers of the Mexican war from 
18 to lit per month. 


The Chinese exclusion discussion occupied 
the senate all day after.the morning hour, and 
at adjournment was apparently good for two or 
three days' further discussion. An extraordin- 
ary feature of the debate was the Introduction 
ny Mr. Davle (Minn.) of an attack on the papal 
hierarchy, the German ambassador at Borne 
and the Austrian royal family for alleged at- 
tempted interference with Catholic Immigrants 
Into the United States.

When the contested election case of Noyes

Mr. Fellows IN. T.) was the first speaker. He 


defined the case of Mr. Rockwell. He Inquired 
of Mr. O'Ferrall at the outset If it were con- 
ceded that the sixteen Doyle ballots cast for 
Noyes were rejected and the twenty-eight 
marked ballets tor Mr. Rockwell were allowed,

Mr. O'Ferrall replied that ha would if the

His re- 
marks were loudly applauded, and many mem- 
bers crowded around him offering their con- 
gratulations. 


After further discussion the previous ques- 


tion being ordered by Mr. O'Ferrall, Mr. Bryan 
(Neb.) demanded a coparate vote and that a 
vote be first taken on tho proposition of the 
minority that Mr. Noyes was not entitled to his 
seat. This resulted: Yeas 140; nays, 98. 


On the resolution of the minority that Rock - 
well was entitled to the certificate, tho vote 
was: Yeas, 128; nays, 106. 
Mr. Bryan (Neb.) then submitted a resolution 


to recommit the case to the elections commit- 
tee, with instructions totaketestlmonyregard- 
ing the sixteen Doyle ballots and twenty- sight 
marked ballots.

"1 go," Let us remember 
that Heaven has the first unfolding o 
its germ in the birth of Christian char 
actcr, regeneration, and then eni|iiiri 
"What is the relation of an unseen 
Christ to the fructifying and unfolding 
of the germ?" It is a problem of psy 
chology as well as of destiny. 


Why should it be necessary for Chris 


to depart in order to give birth in th 
human soul to that dormant life whicl 
in its perfect unfoldnient constitute. 
Heaven? The answer to this <|uestioi 
presents a double truth. His departure 
was the necessary counterpart of hi; 
coming, It was necessary that hi 
should come that he might focus the in 
tense light of the moral character o 
God upon human society and hiimai 
history.

,nd it confirms the truth with which all 
history is pregnant that while sense lies 


t the base and constitutes the beginning 


of all personal development, intuition, 
reason, or faith, which is simply the 
nternal power of the mind to grasp and 
hold the unseen, is the only power by 
which that personal development can 
be consummated. And this is Heaven. 


For this reason then, Christ withdrew 


limself into the realm of the unseen, 
,hat he might awaken in the human 
icartan intense longing for his presence, 
and thus call into action that dormant 
power of spiritual perception which 
would enable every honest seeker to 
^rasp by faith and realize in experience 
the plenitude of his unseen spiritual 
presence, 


This is doubtless the larger import of 


that following statement: "I will come 
again and receive you unto myself, that 
where I am there ye may be also " 
I 


will come in another form. I will come 
n the fullness of that spiritual energy 
which constitutes the very essence of 
Heaven, and I will awaken in you that 
dormant power of soul which will en- 
able you to grasp and hold and enjoy 
the spiritual without any intervening 
objective medium. I will take you close 
to myself, ami you shall live continually 
in my presence. 
I will fulfil to you my 


former promise: "If any man love mo, 
my Father will love him, and we will 
come to him, and make! our abode with 
him." So that heaven is guaranteed to 
every man that has an inward eye to 
sec, and an inward ear to hear, in that 
rich anil deep spiritual experience which 
wells up in the soul, when the divine 
ami human meet in the border land of 
faith. 


Heaven is not only a future but a 


present reality. 
It broke with almost 


insufferable splendor of light upon the 
Apostolic church at Pentecost, and it 
lias quietly diffused its milder radiance 
through eighteen centuries of Christian 
history, and it shall continue its gentle 
ministry until there shall come what 
St. John calls a "new Heaven and a 
new earth, wherein dwellcth dghteons- 
HCSS."
